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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Rural  District  Council 

of  Bellingham  : 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  ending  31st  December,  1970. 

Bellingham  Rural  District  is  one  of  the  largest  in  England, 
covering  quarter  of  a million  acres,  and  one  of  the  most 
thinly  populated.  It  is  entirely  rural  in  its  character  and 
outlook,  and  its  problems  are  those  of  a rural  community 
to  a very  marked  degree.  With  no  industry  except  agriculture 
and  forestry,  it  offers  little  to  younger  people  and  is  gradually 
losing  population.  Communications  are  poor,  the  railway 
having  been  closed  and  the  bus  service  diminished,  even 
with  subsidy.  Discussions  have  gone  on  for  some  time  about 
building  an  advance  factory  in  Bellingham,  which  would 
offer  at  least  some  more  employment,  but  a site  has  not  yet 
been  agreed.  Although  many  motorists  pass  through  the 
District  on  a main  road  to  Scotland,  relatively  few  break 
their  journey  to  admire  and  enjoy  the  unspoilt  beauty  of 
the  surrounding  country,  and  an  attempt  is  being  made  by 
the  Council  to  make  the  attractions  known  to  more  people. 
As  in  other  Rural  Districts,  sudden  change  is  resisted,  but 
it  appears  that  major  changes  may  have  to  be  faced  soon. 
The  building  of  a reservoir,  now  designated  Kielder  Water, 
to  impound  the  water  of  the  North  Tyne,  now  seems  more 
than  a possibility,  and  although  the  Council  and  those  more 
immediately  concerned  at  the  loss  of  houses  and  farms  have 
lodged  objections,  the  economic  necessity  of  more  water  for 
industry  may  be  considered  more  important.  The  new  pro- 
posals for  local  government  re-organisation  may  also  cause 
major  change,  with  administration  removed  from  the  District 
but  the  Council  hope  to  continue  as  a local  authority  on  ac- 
count of  the  special  circumstances  of  the  area.  These  proposed 
changes  cannot  but  have  a profound  effect  on  the  present 
way  of  life,  and  it  is  not  unexpected  that  they  should  be 
resisted. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  is  5,000  — a further 
small  reduction  and  the  number  of  births  only  marginally 
exceeds  the  number  of  deaths.  The  birth  rate  is  in  fact  above 
the  national  average,  and  the  death  rate  below  it.  Although 
only  one  infant  died  during  the  year,  the  number  of  births 
is  so  small  that  this  one  death  gives  an  infant  mortality  ra;e 
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of  14  per  1,000  live  births.  The  main,  causes  of  death  were 
diseases  of  the  heart  and  cerebro-vascular  disease,  and  many 
of  the  deaths  were  in  the  higher  age  group.  One  elderly  man 
died  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  an  unusual  cause  of  death 
of  recent  years. 

Conditions  in  the  Rural  District,  with  many  small  and 
scattered  communities,  do  not  favour  the  spread  of  infectious 
disease,  and  the  protection  of  infants  against  the  common 
infections  is  well  accepted.  The  few  notifications  received 
during  1970  call  for  no  special  comment. 

The  District  is  not  too  well  served  with  dairy  farms  and 
it  is  difficult,  and  in  some  cases  impossible,  to  provide  an 
alternative  milk  supply  where  ideally  this  should  be  done. 
Brucella  abortus,  which  is  carried  in  milk  and  can  cause 
undulant  fever  in  the  consumer,  was  found  on  a routine  ex- 
amination of  the  milk  from  two  herds.  The  infected  animals 
were  soon  traced  and  isolated,  and  their  milk  was  no  longer 
used  for  human  consumption.  Frequent  sampling  of  the  milk 
and  supervision  of  the  herds  were  considered  sufficient  and 
compulsory  pasteurisation  orders  were  not  made. 

When  the  Ministry  of  Defence  announced  their  intention 
of  using  tear  gas  for  training  purposes  on  the  range  at  Otter- 
burn,  representations  were  made  about  the  safety  of  the 
gas  and  its  possible  adverse  effects  on  local  inhabitants, 
livestock  and  water  supplies.  After  a demonstration  to  the 
Council  of  its  use  in  action  it  was  accepted  that,  under  the 
conditions  shown,  there  was  little  if  any  risk.  This  does  not 
remove  all  local  anxiety  at  the  addition  of  yet  another 
pollutant  to  the  environment  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
possible  long  term  and  cumulative  effects  are  considered  worthy 
of  research. 

Though  the  District  is  rural  it  should  not  be  considered 
that  it  is  not  well  served  with  modern  amenities.  The  Council 
are  progressive,  and  over  the  years  have  provided  mains 
water  and  sewage  treatment  plants  wherever  these  can  be 
done.  There  has  also  been  a considerable  amount  of  Council 
house  building,  while  many  older  properites  have  been 
brought  up  to  satisfactory  standard  by  means  of  improvement 
grants.  The  Council  built  no  houses  during  1970,  but  plans 
for  development  at  Kirkwhelpington  and  Wark  are  well 
advanced,  and  further  housing  in  Bellingham  is  under  con- 
sideration. 
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For  almost  twenty  years  the  Newcastle  & Gateshead 
Water  Company  have  been  the  statutuory  water  undertakers, 
and  supply  water  of  satisfactory  quality  and  quantity 
throughout  the  district.  The  water  is  of  low  plumbosolvency 
but  has  a low  content  of  flouride.  The  Company  undertake 
frequent  sampling  and  deal  promptly  with  unsatisfactory 
samples  or  complaints,  while  the  Health  Department  deal 
similarly  with  private  and  proposed  supplies. 

Modern  sewage  treatment  facilities  have  now  been  pro- 
vided to  almost  all  communities  of  any  size,  and  the  position 
can  be  regarded  as  satisfactory.  Work  was  about  to  commence 
at  the  end  of  1970  on  the  connecting  up  of  properties  on  the 
south  side  of  the  river  at  West  Woodburn  to  the  existing 
works,  thus  completing  the  scheme  which  was  deferred  in 
1950  on  account  of  cost. 

I have  to  acknowledge  my  thanks  to  the  Council  for 
their  continued  support  and  the  Clerk  and  other  Officers 
for  their  co-operation.  The  staff  of  the  Health  Department 
are  due  my  thanks  and  appreciation  for  their  efficient  service.

The  population  estimated  at  30th  June,  1970,  was  5,000 
a decrease  of  40  on  the  previous  year. 


Death  Rate 

64  deaths  were  registered  during  1970,  giving  a death 
rate  of  12.8  per  1,000  population,  or  14.5  when  the  Area 
Comparability  Factor  is  applied.  The  figure  for  England  and 
Wales  is  11.7  per  1,000. 


Birth  Rate 

There  were  71  live  births  during  the  year,  and  when  an 
adjustment  factor  is  applied  this  gives  a birth  rate  of  17.0 
per  1,000  population.

The  area  of  the  Bellingham  Rural  District  is  246,645 
acres. 

The  estimated  population  for  1970  is  5,000. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  on  31st  December,  1970 
was  1,790  of  which  233  are  owned  by  the  Local  Authority. 

The  sum  represented  by  a penny  rate  is  £674  10s.  lOd. 

The  rateable  value  is  £173,526. 

HEALTH  SERVICES 
Laboratory  Facilities 

Facilities  in  the  area  continue  to  be  provided  by  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  in  Newcastle  General  Hospital 
which  gives  an  efficient  service. 

Ambulance  Service 

The  local  ambulance  service  is  provided  for  the  County 
Council  by  the  Red  Cross,  and  a satisfactory  service  is 
maintained.  In  addition  to  the  ambulance,  a car  service  is 
available  for  suitable  cases  and  is  of  considerable  value  in 
such  a large  district.  Since  the  passenger  train  service  was 
discontinued  much,  extra  mileage  has  been  run  to  allow 
patients  to  keep  hospital  appointments  and  to  allow  mothers 
and  children  to  attend  clinics,  but  the  use  of  the  service 
appears  to  have  stabilised  now. 

Since  1961,  a call  house  has  been  established  at  the 
British  Red  Cross  Society  ambulance  depot  in  Bellingham^ 
at  which  requests  for  the  ambulance  car  service  are  received 
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Home  Nursing  and  Health  Visiting 

The  district  nurses  are  all  provided  with  cars,  and  their 
nursing  work  continues  to  be  excellent.  In  spite  of  the 
difficulty  in  arranging  for  suitable  help  in  a country  district, 
the  Home  Help  Service  run  by  the  County  Council  continues 
to  function  satisfactorily.  The  County  Health  Visitors  work 
in  harmony  with,  the  General  Practitioners  in  the  area  and 
do  much  valuable  work. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 

Five  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres,  staffed  by 
the  County  Council,  operate  at  Bellingham,  Otterburn, 
Byrness,  Kielder  and  Wark.  Immunisation  against  diphtheria 
is  carried  out  at  these  centres  or  is  done  by  the  General 
Practitioner,  while  all  vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the 
General  Practitioners.

Where  analyses  have  proved  unsatisfactory,  follow-up 
samples  have  been  taken  and  technical  advice  given  on 
problems  arising  from  collection  and  storage  and  possible 
sources  of  pollution.

HOUSING 

Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act  1958,  as  amended  by 
House  Purchase  & Housing  Act  1959,  Housing  Act  1961, 
Housing  Acts  1964  and  1969. 

The  implementation  of  the  above  legislation  provides 
an  important  supplement  to  Council  house  building  and  has 
had  wholehearted  support.  This  “ rescue  ” operation  to 
older  twilight  properties  has  increased  the  housing  stock 
and  has  helped  considerably  to  arrest  the  drift  from  this 
area. 
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Works  of  improvement  ot  16  dwelling  houses  were 
made  during  the  year  by  Discretionary  Grants. 

Six  applications  were  received  and  approved  during 
the  year  for  Standard  Grants. 

To  date,  the  total  number  of  applications  approved 
for  grant-aid  since  the  inception  of  the  legislation  is  : —

The  rural  area  is  covered  by  twelve  parishes  over  an 
area  of  380  sq.  miles,  and  throughout  the  year  the  major 
portion  has  been  served  with  weekly  or  fortnightly  collection. 

Delivery  of  the  “ packer  ” type  refuse  vehicles  is  still 
awaited. 

The  nature  and  type  of  refuse  reveals  the  change  in 
social  habits.  Weight  or  density  have  given  place  to  volume 
and  bulk.  A more  sophisticated  society  demands  its  price 
for  this  progress  ; synthetic  and  plastic  goods,  the  almost 
universal  use  of  polythene,  are  now  the  popular  containers. 
Tipping  areas  will,  in  the  future,  be  more  difficult  to  obtain  ; 
the  days  of  crude  tipping  are  numbered,  and  for  small  local 
authorities  adequate  and  efficient  disposal  is  beyond  their 
financial  resources.  Incineration  is  not  far  away  which,  of 
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necessity,  will  demand  contiguous  authorities  pooling 
resources  to  meet  the  high  cost  entailed  of  installation  and 
maintenance  of  such  type  of  plant.

Tonnage  : 3,100  tons.
